Madrid, May 17 — General Weyle-r has

sure a peaceful coronation day for 
King Alfonso XIII, who was crowned 
today King of'G;bratMr, of the East 
ami West Indies and the continent of 
Qceaiuea. A tiiousand nobles aad 
grandees witnessed, the ceremony. jS'o 
crown was placed on the Krng's head. 
The ceremony was as simple as the in- 
auguration of a United SUtes Presi- 
dent, the King simply taki:,j.:- an oath 
to observe the Spanish constitution. 
Three hundred thoisand people saw 
the gorgeous procession fhfe miles 
long.

Which Would Mean a Half 


Million of Idle Coal 


Miners 


And Would Practically Tie Up the 


Industrial World—A Special 


National Convention 


to be Called. 


Hazlcton. Pa., May 17.— The anthra- 


cite miners' convention, In order to 
•win their strike, unanimously decided 
upon a plan that, If carried into suc- 
cessful operation, would practically tie 
up the industries of the country, par- 
alyze business and inconvenience the 
jieopiy ibrouBrnDuc the Uaited States. 
It is their desire that a special na- 
tienal convention, of the United Mine 
Workers of America be called as soon 
as practicable for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to have ail the bituminous 
mine \yorkers, both organized and un- 
organized, involved in the anthracite 
miners' struggle. This announcement 
waa officially made by President John 
Mitchell in a statement giving the re- 
sult of the deliberations of the dele- 
gates in convention. 


If a special national convention is 


called and the miners succeed ia their 
object, it would directly affect 449 000 
men who are employed in and about 
tho coa! mines of the country. Coa.1 
would soon become scarce, and this 
tvouM ultimately result in the tying up 
of railroads and ail sorts of industries 
that use large quantities of the fuel. 
It is doubted by some interested per- 
sons here, who are closely watching 
developments, that such a stupendous 
movement, could be brought about, for 
the reason that the business interests 
of the couucry would not stand idly by 
and permit such a plau to be put. into 
effect. 


The striking miners are enthusiastic 


over tho convention's action, and most 
of them can sec only success in the 
proposition. 


An absolutely trustworthy source is 


authority for tho statement thai the 
spedaJ convention will be called, prob- 
ably at Indianapolis, in the course of 
several weeks. According to the rules 
of the United Mine Workers, a petition 


is necessary to cull a special conven- 
tion. 
The three anthracite districts 


arc unanimous for such a meeting, 
and it is likely that the West Virginia 
district and the Michigan district will 
coaseat to t>>*? issuance of the caJl. 
The two Istter districts now have 
small but stubborn strikes in. progress. 
and they will doubtless consent to the 
call so that, they may receive the ben- 
efit of whatever may be accomplished.

Coal Companies Prepare. 


Hazleton, Pa., May 17. — The coa.1 


companies continue their preparations 
for a long strubble. Mine mules are 
beltiR brought to the surface and 
placed at pasture, clerks and other 
employes are being laid off and other 
steps have been taken to keep down 
expenses. The coal-carrying railroad 
companies arc laying oft cot! train 
crewo every day and the local electric 
railway company, which has lines to 
all the surrounding towns, has reduced 
its service 50 per cent and placed its 


employes on naif time. Business is 
stagnant aa'd coal in this section, is 
becoming; scarce.

Richardson, a negro desperado, in a 
cabin just outside the city limits this 
morning. Four policemen were killed, j 
and three persons fatally 
Injured.

A. Kerlin, and nearly beat him to 
death. The men took refuge in the 
house just outside oi' the city limits. 
At 1:30 o'clock this morning foxir of- 
ficers surrounded the house. As they 
approached, the firing commenced and 
Owen Heard was fatally shot. Then, 
by the negroes in the house, others 
were shot. The house was finally sur- 
rounded by a mob of 5,000 people. It 
was fired and in the ashes later were 
found the remains of Richardson anci 
two other negroes. The mob fought 
for charred bits o£ the remains for 
souvenirs and finally dispersed. At-

He alluded to the 
stories of alleged cruelties practiced 
by the American soldiers on the Fili- 
pinos, and. said: "There is a deep 
question, the question of the torture of 
tho Filipinos by the army. Because 
these people are ignorant it is no ex- 
cuse that they should be tortured. The 
words of President Roosevelt stand 
out boldly when he said: 'Nothing can 
justify or will justify the use of tor- 
ture methods by the American, army 
so long as I am president of the Unit- 
ed States.' It will be your duty while 
there to use your influence and that of 
the great church, which is behind you 
to stop these practices, which, have 
broaght the blush of shame to t!ie 
cheeks of every true American; pa- 
triot" 


Sanquct to General W w . 


Havana, May 17. — The festivities, 


which will continue for a week, began 
with a banquet in hoaor of Governor 
General Wood and the other American 
officers, given by the veterans of the 
wars for Cnban independence. Around 
the board was gathered a picturesque 
body of men who had swept the island 
with fire and sword in the long fight 
against Spain. General Maximo Go- 
mez, former commander-m-chief of the 
Cuban army and the idol of the Cuban 
people, presided. At. his right sat Gov- 
ernor General Wood and at his left 
sat Senor Palma. Next to the presi- 
dent-elect sat. William J. Bryan. Gon- 
zales De Que-saaa, former Cuban com- 
missioner in Washington, acted as 
toastmaster.

When the Spray 
arrived in Montreal the party drove 
to the Windsor. 
At 7 o'clock they 


again left the hotel, just as the pur- 
suing force from Queber". which had 
come lip from -Sorrel on the Quebec, 
boat, reached the hotel. Chief Carpen- 
ter took his prisoners to Judge Lafon- 
taine's residence, and aa impromptu 
court was convened in the judge's li- 
brary. Mr. Carpenter handed-his pris- 
oners over to the judge and the latter, 
after remanding them for examination 
on Monday, committed them to the 
care of two detectives, with permis- 
sion to reside at the Windsor. 


In the meantime Constable Gale of 


Quebec, with the writ of ifabeas cor- 
pus, was searching diligently for uir. 
Carpenter. 
At 10 o'clock he found 


him in his office and served the writs. 
Mr. Carpenter was placed in a dilem- 
ma. He was in possession <..( a docu- 
ment calling upon him to produce the 
bodies of Gaynor and Greene before 
Judge Andrews of Quebec, and he no 
longer had the prisoners in his posses- 
sion, having been relieved of them by 
Judge Lrafontaine. 
He consulted his 


counsel and was informed rhat if he 
attempted to return the prisoners to 
Quebec he would be liable to 21 i est for 
contempt of the local court, whose 
mandate he had received and acknowl- 
edged. So an answer setting forth the 
facts in the matter was prepared and 
sent down to Quebec, and with that it 
is expected the Quebec people will 
have to remain satisfied.
